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‘GASOLINE PRIGES UP; 


AS CANADA'S ELIXIR MOTOR OWNERS STRIKE 


Autoists of Great Britain Are tn Open 
Revolt Against the Ol Compadics 
—Prices Are Now Double Those of 
Two Years Ago, 


London, June 29—-Great Pritatn fs 
threatened with a strike of motor ur 
owners, who are in open rebethos 
against the cecent increasem in the 
price of gn#oline, The first big ce 
was Made during the transport sirikes 
of last year, which held up the usual 
scpply of gasoline, but with the re 
sumption of nermal conditions, ther 
was no corresponding reduction «f 
price. This caused mutterings among 
the motorists, but no actions were 
taken until the present dock strike 
when the price again soared to suc h 
a height that the retail cost is almost 


double what it was two years ago 

The first definite action to give 
vcice to the eomplaint of the moter 
ists Was a meeting of the Royal Au 
temobile club, at which the head of 
one of the leading motor spirit com- 
panies had.an uncomfortable hour in 
trying to explain the reasons for the 
rise. The club members did not hesi 
tate to declare that they were not sat- 
isfied with the explanation, and they 
beve entered vpon a definite cam 
paign to force the oll interests to 
lower the price of gasoline 

Twe reasons are given by the oil 
men for the Increase The first, the 
ru'es of the port of London authori 
ties which prohibit the storage of 
large quantities of the spirit in Lon- 
don, thereby increasing the ost of 
handling it, and, secomd ly, that the 
steadily increasing demand for refin- 
e1 motor spirit has left a large quan- 
tity of heavier cils on hand, which 
is a dead loss to the oi] companies
